Our Interview With Mr. Newman 

The L. H. & St. L. R. R. pulled into 
Cloverport Monday night the private 
car of William Newman, former presi- 
dent of the New York Central Railroad 
and now* member of the Advisory 
Board of the same company. Mr. New- 
man came here to see his brother.Albert 
Newman, who is at death's door at his 
home near town. He received word at 
Washington, D. C. of his brother's cri- 
tical illness and hastened at once to see 
him. 

As soon as Mr. Newman's car was 
switched on the side track our friend 
asked for permission of an interview for 
us, and nis nephew, standing on the 
rear of the car, said "he will see no re- 
porter tonight". Then the crowd out- 
side the car, anxious for a glimpse of 
the railroad maginate, gave a laugh 
and before it had subsibed Mr. Newman 
called our escort back and asked him 
what he did here. "I am a railroad 
man", he answered. This unlocked 
the aoor of his heart and he sent out a 
gracious invitation to the newspaper 
girl, waiting patiently for what she 
knew she was going to get— the life 
story of one of the biggest railroad men 
in the United States. 

Mow He Got His Start 

Did you ever load any freight? If so, 
you know how ihft man of success start- 
ed. When he was fourteen years of 
age he left Kentucky and at the age ot 
seventeen years, began work, loading 
freight at a small railroad station in 
Texas. Ever since, he has been climb- 
ing. He never went to school. "My 
education I picked up. I think it is 
possible let a young man to start today, 
as I did forty-seven years ago; without 
un education, unu succeed.'' As he 
said this his soft, mixed gray and tun 
hat fell oft the chair. He let it lie on 
the floor and didn't seem to notice it, 
which showed he paid no attention to 
details— and only big things occupied 
his raiud. 

Secret Of Success. 

We asked him especially what was the 
secret of success in railroad work. He 
replied with emphasis, "HARD WORK. 
A WILLING SPIRIT. " 

"Work is my hobby", said Mr. New- 
man. We called his attention to the 
fact that he had a short first ringer, 
which indicated ttiat he cared not to 
domineer, to boss. That is the truth 
he agreed and went on to say that he 
paid more attention to doing what 
others said than having otners do what 
he said. If the company had a change 
for him he always accepted it and had 
moved fourteen limes, thinking each 
city would be his permanent home. He 
lives on Fifth Avenue in New York.

"We have no children of our own." 
said Mr Newman, "But we have child- 
ren".

He touched the button again and the 
man servant came in, handed him a 
cigar and lighted it. The servant struck 
a match to lignt our friend's cigar, but 
he had already lighted it!

HOLIEST FETISH OF THE TRIBE 



They Are Generally Buried With Their 
"Keepere"— Tattooing Apparatue and 
Material* Used — Aleo Circlet of Hu- 
man Scalp* Among the Contente of 



Official* of thp bureau of American 
ethnology of the Smlllwonlnn Institu- 
tion nt WimhlnKtm are highly plemed 
over an addition whlrh they have Just 
made to their collection nnd which 
they rejrnrd ni one of their choicest 
treasure*. This acquisition comprises 
four sacred bundles or packs of the 
Osage Indians, very few of which 
haTe ever been obtained by scientists, 
as they are generally burled with their 
"keepers." 

These sacred bundles are Just as 
precious from a religious standpoint 
to the Indian as they are from a sci- 
entific standpoint to the ethnologist 
and are extremely hard to obtain. 
They reprint the holiest fetish of a 
tribe, and so ronlonsly are they guard- 
ed from any profnnatlon that they are 
put In the charge of a special priest 
or medicine man, who keeps them 
caref illy hidden. At certain perl 0 *'" 
they nre opened and the contents 
worshiped amid the most elaborate 
ceremonies, but even nt these times 
only the chosen men of the tribe nre 
allowed to see the strangely assorted 
articles that are kept In the bundles. 

How They Were Secured. 

The bundles were secured for the 
National museum by Francis La 
Fleslic, an cduinted Omaha Indian, 
who Is in the employ of the bureau of 

America •Cboology. while at work 

in Oklahoma he learned of the ex- 
Manet of such bundles and Immedi- 
ately opened negotiations with the In- 
dian to whose care they had been ln- 
rrusted. After exercising considerable 
diplomacy he succeeded In persuading 
the Indian to part with them and 
took them to Washington and turned 
them over to the bureau of ethnology. 

One of these was opened with much 
care by Dr. Walter Hough, one of the 
curators of the National museum. Dr. 
Hough found the outside wrapping or 
sack to be made of a rare Indian fab- 
ric woven of the silky brow hair of the 
buffalo. This was hound with a buck- 
skin hand decorated with human 
scalps nnd the leg of an eagle. Inside 
this was a buckskin bag, and Inside 
that a haversack made of a material 
resembling Chinese matting. 

Most Sacred Object. 

In this haversack were a pipe dec- 
orated with scalps, n tobacco bag, a 
braided cord made of woolen fabric 
and a bundle of buffalo bladders 
bound with n thong ornamented with 
scalps, and one other bundle, which 
was the most important of all, for It 
represented the -holy of holies." This 
bundle was a buckskin case, to which 
was bound a buckskin object resem- 
bling a head band. Inside this bundle 
was found the most sacred object of 
the pack— tlM body of a hawk, which 
had beeQ mnmmllei nnd then painted 
a brilliant vermilion nnd green. At- 
tached to the tail was a circlet of hu- 
man scalps. The body was suspended 
by a braided band made of woolen 
fabrics which evidently had been ob- 
tained by the tribe through trade with 
other Indians. 

One or the three other bundles wns 
found to contain the tattooing BPfMU-a-

of fifty cents shall be devoted to work 
upon aDd expense of working the pub- 
lic highways in the district in which it 
is collected, and further that the levy 
for road and bridge purposes be and re- 
maiu in the amount heretofore levied, 
to-wit: Twenty fivi cents to the floo 
in value of taxable property but divid- 
ed as follows: Twelve anil a half cents 
for roads and Vi I I for bridges, and 
further that taxes collected tor road pur- 
poses from property situated in each 
Magisterial district of the county, shall 
be alloted to each district in which it Is 
collected and the same shall be applied 
to road and culvert in each district, but 
the taxes collected to bridges, shall be 
expended where neccessary in the dis 
cretion ot the authority expending the 
same, and further that all persons that 
are required to work on public high- 
ways, by law, work four days in said
